Making History 


History was made in Boston, Saturday, May 3, For the 
first time in the history of this country, a group of workers, 
students, and concerned citizens led by the Progressive 
Labor Party grouped themselves in support of a common’ 
‘cause and demonstrated thelr right to ‘protest. Among the 
2,500 people demonstrating: were 85 students from BCC, 

This r fell into the of concemed citizens. 
Not necessanly- ‘vith al the demands of the oxgan- 
izers of the march, and being’ a non-political person (f arn. 
not a member of CAR or PLP), Iwas motivated by. deep- 
rooted desire to see justice prevail, 

Against all the odds, history was made, Though the 
‘organized racist machine tried; it could not stop the mareh- 
cers. Impossible though it may seem, an armed group, which 
was part of the manchers and assigned to protect them, 
faced the Klu Klux Klan, ROAR (Restore Our Allenated 
Rights), and the 99 per cent white Boston police force and 
said, “We are bere in Boston today to show our support of 
the poor working man, black and whites: we are herein 
Boston to exercise our right of free assembly; we'are here 
in Boston and time will. stand still, but you will not tum 
us back.” 

“Venceremos,”” a constant ery, was heard above the 
roar and din of racists yelling “Niggers,” “Spics;” and the 
menacing and intimidating police sirens. The marchers, six 
abreast, held rank through the hail of racist-thrown rocks, 
and through the blows swung by baseball bat wielding ig- 
norants: 

‘Yes, folks, History was made. This vas'a group of peo- 
ple so well organized, tht it could dupe, in this psychologi- 
cal cold war day, the experts in psycho warfare, Not by a 
‘ong shot was the commissioner of police and his racist pol- 
icy makers able to cope with this; a first in this country—
